RALSTON CITES EFFECT OF 
PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX 


, 


“The purpose of a law and its ef- 
feets often differ widely,” says Jack- 
son Ralston, counsel in international 
law of Palo Alto and San Francisco. 

“The fourteenth amendment to the 
federal constitution was enacted to 
protect newly-freed negroes; but as 
construed, it gives to corporations 
the powers and privileges of persons. 

“Here in California, the personal- 
property-tax law was enacted to lay 
upon business men and others an 
equitable part of the burden of tax- 
ation. In this case, economic law 
interfered to divert statute law from 
its purpose. 

“It did so by forcing merchants 
{to ask higher prices thus curtailing 
sales to the injury of business; and 
by the same force this statute law 
became, and is now one of the most 
potent causes of our needlessly high 
cost of living.

car has been stolen, and numerous cther instances in 
which the accident is just as painful or injurious to the in- 
jured party to his family but for which the owner of the 
car is not responsible. 

If the ultimate program is for the state to com-| 
pensate every injured person regardless of the fact that 
the automobile owner is not to blame, such a measure 
would pave the way, because every injured person would | 
be making claims upon the state fund and as its operation | 
would necessarily be subject to political influences, it 
would be difficult to refuse claims.
